Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hebert argued that SAM-e is very unstable and degrades rapidly 
to undesireable biproducts such as MTA. Mr. Hebert acknowledged that SAM-e can be produced in greater than 80% 
purity and that means existed to separate the active and inactive isomer of SAM-e. Mr. Hebert maintained that the 
compositions of the prior art were unstable and required the use of dry ice for storage and transport. The compounds 
of the prior art and the instant compounds are structurally the same. The olny difference is the ratio of the S f S and R,S 
diastereomers. Mr. Hebert also explained that the added stability of the instant compositions is due to how the 
composition is prepared. The examiner then suggested incororating those limitations into the claims. 
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
